Two 
two-year-old races were also carded and were won 
li.v juveniles that were making their first appear- 
ance In piibllc. The first of the two-year-old races 
went to Thomas Fortune Ryan's Silver Moon, while 
William Garth furnished the winner of the other in 
, Ual Parr’ 8 Law, a filly by Fatherless — Network. 

I.aw was the dockers' tip for the race and some 
were eiitliusiastic ciuMigh to prerllct that she would 
innk<> a show of Rola-rt Dades’ good colt Liberty 
Hall. Lace made go<Kl by wluuing, but her vlctor.v 
was In a measure due to go<Kl racing luck.

Sliver Moon won ber race like a really gorsl 
filly. Sbe had an outside post position and was 
forced to work her way around to get to the front. 
She sbowc-d a keen turn of sined and the further 
they went the bigger the gap she opened. Her vic- 
tory was clean cut ami at the end she had a three- 
l•■tlgtbs’ advantage. Silver Moon ran her half in 
oue-flftU of a s*eond faster than Late. She is the 
first of the get of Ellisdale, a son of Watercress, «o 
go to the imst, and was bred by her owner. Thomas 
Fertune Ryan, at his farm In Virginia. She is ,ui

••vents of the no'eting for two-ycar-olds. Trainer 
Carler rates her as a much better filly than Wonda- 
why was last season, which means that she comes 
iire'tty near being a first-class racer.

MOVE AGAINST THE HANDBOOKS. 

Kentucky Racing Commission Plans to Employ Detec- 
tives to Keep Information from Them. 

lioxington. Ky., April 27. — The Kentucky State 
Racing tVimmission, with Vi<M“-chairinan Milton 
Vouug presiding in the place of Col. E. F. Clay 
who was too ill at his home near Paris to come te. 
Ia*xingtoii, met here today. Messrs. Johnson N. 
Camden and Miij. F. A. Daingcrtleld were the other 
members present. Mr. George J. Lung having been 
detained at Louisville by the pressure of other 
liusiiiess. 

The New Louisville Jockey Club was awarded the 
secoud renewal of the Kentuck.v Endurance Stakes 
of f<air miles to be run iM‘xt fall. Genera! Manager 
.Matt J. Winn having made a written offer to add 
the maguiticent sum of $7,500. The commission wil 
add a gold <ui). value $1,000. The commission will 
aniieunee later the conditions of the race, thi 
weiglits to lie carrh'd. the time of closing entries 
am! tli«‘ amount of pa.vmeiils to lie made. 

W. II. Laudiniiun. of this city, one of the best 
posted and most liigiily regarili’d men of the turf ii. 
this country, was apiminled liy the commission t< 
oversee the pari -mu I md lietting. He is to lie pah) 
by tl;e racing nsso<-ialions $20 per day for his ser 
vices. 

The conimision refused to modify its ruling pro 
hibiting telegraph or telephone wires or instruments 
within the racing grounds and it took a more drastic 
step for the prevention of the dissemination of in 
formation to poolrooms and liandliooks when ii 
ordered: “That for eacli race meeting held by asso- 

ciations licensed by the Kentucky Slate Racing Com 
iiiissiuii, the secretary shall appoint (mid supply 
with season tickets for the meeting, which ticket) 
sliall be purchased b.v himself with funds of tin 
commission) two plain clotlp's men whose identity 
shall not be divulged until the close of such race 
meeting, whose duty it shall be to atteml on each 
and every day of such meeting, to investigate ami 
ascertain* by wliat means information in advance ot 
the running of any race is transmitted out of the 
grounds of such track and racing enclosure, ami 
all other violations of law or racing rules, whicl: 
mav be detected by them, and to reiwrt to tlie sec 
retary for the use of ttiis commission in order tliat 
the offenders may be arrested ami punished. Tin 
pay for such «letectives not to exceed $.">0 per diem, 
the account for such service to be approved and cer 
tilled by the secretary and paid by the racing asso- 
ciation at which tlie service is rendered, together 
with the refumling of the sum paid for the season 
tickets for such detectives. The failure or refusal 
of anv racing association to pay such charge when 
duly wrtified liy the secretary shall oiierate for ihe 
forfeiture of the license of sucli association.’’ Tills 
rule, intended to do away witli the practice of Inuid- 
bookmakiiig on the grounds and for the detection 
of which it is to lie a part of the duty of the plain 
clothes men, was adopted: 

“,\iiy one guilty' of making a handbook on the 
grounds of any racing association licensed by this 
commissiou, during any race meeting thereof, shall 
be •‘jected from the grounds and denied admission 
thereto, as shall any owner, traiiK'r or jockey, or 
other i>erson interested in any liorso or horses at 
said race meeting who sliall be guilty of betting 
willi or through any such handhixik. Such offenders 
shall be ejectwl from tlie grounds, fined or suspended 
and tlie iH-ense of such jicrsons who are licensed liy 
this commission shall be revoked.’’ 

J. W. May caled tlie attention of the commission 
to the fact that jockey Tommie McTaggart had 
failed to report to him and charges were preferred 
against the rider liy Mr. May. Tlic secretary’s 
reixirt to the itrcss does not sliow what action was 
taken. 

Fred A. Forsytlie’s snggestitin for changes in the 
rule governing s«-lling races, whereby none of tlu' 
rnii-up money is to go to the association, but re- 
•luiring that such jiortiou as tlic association formerly 
r«H‘oivisl shall he returned to tlie horsemen In the 
forni of u<ld<*d money to piir.scs, eliminating the 
elaimiiig clause and holding the auctions in the 
padiliH-k, came up in form of a resolutiou and will 
lie over until the next meeting. 

An aineudment to Rule 107 1) to make it r«‘ad: 
hoy wlni has never ridden a winner on a recog 
nizetl "track or at a recognized meeting, shall he 
grantwl an apprentice llceust*,’’ etc., was offered and 
wil! lie over for thirty days. 

Col. Milton Voiing was nam*‘d as the steward to 
represent the commission at the Lexington meeting 
and Major Dningerfield was ap|>oluted to serve in 
the same capacit.v at Ixmisville and Latonia.

DERBY REGARDED AS AN OPEN RACE 



Sentiment By No Means Confined to One Horse- 
Something of Prominent Candidates. 



Louisville, Ky., April 27. — With the thirty-eighth 
i‘ons»*cutive Kentucky Derby only two weeks away, 
;hcrc is giiod reason to liclieve tliat t*;n, possibl.v 
twelve, of the best three-year-olds in America will 
strive for the richest prize of the turf in this 
country. 

As the time for the running of the race draws 
near the fact stands forth that it is as uncertain 
an event as was this great race just twenty-seven 
years ago, when Capt. J. T. Williatiis’ Joe Cotton 
defeated Bersaii, the “horned” horse*; the not(Hl Ton 
Itooker, tlic hrilliant Troiihadoiu: and the fainuiis 
Favor. 

The Kentucky Derby this spring is similar in 
many respects to tlie season in which it was won 
by Joe Cotton. .Maj. T. G. McDfivvell’s The Man- 
ager, a colt of rare proiiii.se, is tlioiiglit by his aJ- 
aiirers to Itc a certain Derby winner. It is cla!me<l 
that the only race lost by him last season was over 
a heavy course, and niKiii other occasions when he 
raced, in going to his fancy, he won off as liis 
rider pk*ast;d. His record as a two-ycar-old diK's 
look ullnriug, as four wins in five starts sounds 
well. The .Maujiger has l)oeu trained in preparation 
for the Derby at Dongliis Park. Up to the time of 
ills shipment last Wednesday to Lexington he had 
aiet every requirement of his owner and trainer. 

Many fancy the chances of The Manager in the 
Derliy as he conies from a family which has pro- 
duced three Kentucky Derby winners in Riley, Azra 
and. Ben Brush. Imt tlie rank and file of the turf are 
swearing allegiance to H. C. Hallonbeek’s $10,000 
colt. Worih. wliicli lias wintered at Aiken, S. C., 
and received his preparation where the late J. W. 
Rogers fitted Gnu Fire and Irisli Lad for their luem- 
oralile campaigns in 1903. These racers were taken 
north from the same place where Worth has been 
quartoriKl. Gnu Fire captured the Metropolitan 
Handicap, in the Broooklyu Iluiulicap Irish Lad won, 
with Gun Fire second. 

Tlie two-year-old record of Worth is as sparkling 
as that of any colt that has been trained for the 
Kentucky Derby since it was first run in 1873. 
Worth won ten races in tliirteen starts. He was 
the largi'st money-winning horse in 1911 on the 
-Viiiosican turf, with $10,045 to his credit. Worth 
lias blood worthy of a D*Tby favorite in his veins, 
since he comes from the family which provluced the 
good Ihrce-year-old Cash Day, which, at that age. 
Won the Oakwoo<l Handicap, at Wasliiugtoii Park. 
Chicago, ill 1894, defeating that day the celebrated 
Ray S., for which the late millionaire Charles F. 
Flei.seiiiiiann of Cincinnati iiaid $12,.'i00. 

Tlie third dam of Worth is by Ozark, a three-year- 
old tli.it once defeated Aristides, the first Kentuck;/ 
Derby winner. Ozark was a sou of Pat Malloy anil 
out of Sunny Soulli, the dam of Harry O’Fallou, 
wUieli sired the celeliraled thrcc-ycar-old Terra 
Cotta. The three-year-olds in the family of Worth 
were all sturdy and hardy stayers. 

Sonada. in suite of his defeats at Charleston, and 
as a result of his brilliant work at Lexington last 
Wednesday, has again come into prominence as a 
dangerous I)erby factor. The Charleston contingent 
tielieve that Sonada’s races on the South Curolin.-i 
track do not reliect his true form. Sonada raceti 
only four times as a two-year-old. He won twice 
and was out of the money onc<“. On form, he shows 
lip well. There is no objection whatever to his 
breeding. His dam was a daughter of the great 
Wadsworth, oue of the most brilliant three-year-olds 
the western turf has known. Wadsworth’s" raee,.in 
the $2 (>,<Hj 0 Garfield Park Derby was as wonderful 
as any run by a three-year-old in this country. On 
ii track almost km‘e-de*-p in mud Wadsworth was last, 
tlireo-qiiarters of a mile from the finish. A dozem 
horses were in front of him, some of them stagger- 
iug. With unflinching gameness Wadsworth over- 
came his disadvantage and, in the closing strides, 
liroiiglit the great Yo Tambieu to the hardest kind 
of a drive to lieat him. Old-time horsemen even 
now t.ilk of Wadsvvortli’s exhibition that day. 

During the past week at the Downs a “dark 
horse” has developed as a menace to the Derby 
cracks. This reference is to Henderson & Hogan’s 
Giiarauola. which, on Wednesday, worked the best 
mile any Derby candidate, with the e.xception of 
Sonada. has shown so far. Gmiranola covered the 
distance in 1:41%. He was by no means all out. 
Giiaranola was given his ' early preparation for the 
Kentucky Derby at Juarez. Jlex., wliere he won his 
last start. He has improved a great deal since his 
arrival at the Downs, and there are several smart 
liorsenien who would not be surprised should he win. 
Guaraiiola is by tlie sire of Governor Gray, Garry 
Herrmann. He is a half lirother of that good niaro 
Tile I.ady Roliesia, tlioir dam being The Governess, 
by iliiiKirted Gleiicld. The next dam is Penny by 
Jerome Edger. Penny was the dam of Gouverhieur 
and Prince Karl, winners of many rac«*s. From 
Penny on Giiaranola is entirely English bred. 

Trainer William Hurley, who has C. J. Casey’s 
Cracker Box at Churchill Downs, says that Cracker 
Box will surely be a starter In the Derby. This 
colt is second to none in the liig race when it coim-s 
to pedigree. He is a brother of the good in.-iro 
Crossover. iH-ing by Octagon — Lucy Cross, liy the nii- 
lieaten St. Simon. Octagon is the sire of Beidanie. 
Lucy Cross, one of the highest-priced English-hre.i 
mares ever InijKirted into this country, was pur- 
chased by August Belmont at a cost of $18,500 at 
auction. 

Local follower.s of the turf would have no regret 
should George .1. T-ioug capture tlie Derby this 
S|tring with ills mncU-imiiroved colt. Free Lance. 
Everj' work lias sliovvu that this son of Alvescot is 
constantly Improving. Free I.anco is out of Merry 
Heart. l>y imported Sir Modred. He is a lialf- 
brotber to L.ad.v Toddington, and his second dam Is 
Blituesonio, b.v Onondaga, she being out of the 
famous mare. Beatitude. Mr. I»ng has figured ex- 
tensively in the histor.v of the Kentucky Derby. 
He lias won it with Azra and Sir linen. 

Wheelwriglit is regarded li.v tlic followers of the 
slalile of J. N. Camden as anotlier that should lie 
reckoned witli in the Derb.y. He is trained by J. 
O. Keene, who some .years since, while training in 
Russia, won all the Ilerb.vs in the domain of the 
Czar with the Russian-bred colt, Irish Lad. Wheel- 
wright is a smi of Mazagan and My Beauty. 

Tlie two most likely maidens in the Derb.v are 
Patruche and (!hief Lindsey. Both of these’ eolts 
are tiainiiig ou at the Downs. It is by no means 
imiirobable that one or Ijolli will go to the post. 

R. F. Carman is to try out Sherlock Holmes early 
next week at the Downs to determine his real 
ealilier. He is a son of Inllexilile and was a winner 
last year. It was repertei! last winter that Slier- 
lock Holmes had died, but it develops that it was 
liis stalde eonipanion.

CARS RACING IN KENTUCKY. ' 

Ix-ulsTille, Ky., .\pril 27. — There is a race sched- 
uled as the feature for next Wednesday at Lexington 
which, in some way. has been generally overiookeil 
and still it is of imriortance. It is the revival of 
the fanicns Ashland Oaks for three-year-old fillies, 
and will have a bearing on the Kentucky Oaks at 
the Downs on the last day of the coming spring 
meeting. 

Tlic Ashland Oaks was discontinued in the spring 
of 1897. It was won in by tlie famous mare. 

Myrtle Harkness, with Bracegirdle, the dam of T. 
C. McDowell’s crack Derby candidate, Tlie Manager, 
second. Myrtle Harkness was beaten tliat year in 
tlie Kentucky Oaks by the famous Souffle, which 
won also the Latonia Oaks that season. 

The Ashland Oaks was established in 1879, four 
years after the inaugural Kentucky Oaks was run. 
The Ijexiiigtou race vtas first won by Pern, which 
later became the dam of the famous Dry Monopole, 
winner of the first Brooklyn Handicap. Liahtunah 
won llic Kentucky Oaks that season, Peru running 
unplaceil. 'The next winner of the Ashland Oaks 
was Lavacea and she also failed in the Ixmisville 
race. Longitude winning the Kentucky Oaks that 
»ca.“on. In 1881 the noted Lucy May won the Ash- 
land Oaks, beating those two good fillies Lizzie S. 
and Lida Stanht^ie, and Lucy May was the first 
double winner of the .\shland and Kentucky Oaks. 
In 1882 Issie won the Lexington race with the noted 
Belie of Runiiymede second and that season the 
Louisville event was won by Katie Creel. 

Vera, then owneil by R. C. I’ate, who afterwards 
became noted in the first attempt to introduce rac- 
ing at Mexico City, won both the Ashland Oaks and 
tlie Kentucky Oaks, and tlie late B. G. 'Thomas won 
the rae«i in 1884 with Hiflight and this is the year 
in which Modesty, the only filly that ever won the 
.\inerican Derby, was winner of the Kentucky Oaks. 
Ed Corrigan won the Lexington race in 1885 with 
Ida Hope and he also captured the Kentucky Oaks 
that season with Ida Hope’s stable companion, Lizzie 
Dwyer. In 188G Pure Rye and M.iry Ann ran a 
dead beat in the Ashland Oaks and the stake was 
divided. They met again in the Kentucky Oaks, 
Pure Rye winning and Mary Ann running unplaced. 
In 1887 Florimore won botli the Kentucky and the 
Ashland Oaks. This was the season the Latonia 
Oaks was inaugurated and went to F. B. Harper’s 
I’nlte. In 1888 Hypocrite won the Ashland Oaks 
and the Kentucky Oaks fell that season to Ten 
Penny and Mr. Harper won tlie Latonia Oaks again 
with I^iavinia Belle. In 1889 Jewel Ban. owned by 
Maj. B. G. Thomas, won both the Ashland and Ken- 
tucky Oaks ami Retrieve, which belougeil to Labold 
Bros., owners of .Montrose, the Keutneky Derby 
winner of 1887, won the Latonia race. In 1890 

t.'amilla won tlie .\shiaud Oaks and the great English 

I. ady won the Kentucky and Latonia races, being 
the first filly to win this double event. In 1^1, 
Etliel. oc.iicd by E. Corrigan, won the Ashland Oaks, 
but was lM*aten in the Kentucky Oaks by Miss 

II. awkins. 'The Latonia raei* tliat year fell to the I 
fan’.otis Ida Pickwick. In 1892 the .Vshland Oaks 
wjas won liy L'liatiillu. while Miss Dixie won the 
Kentucky Oaks and Lake Bris'ze the Latonia Oaks. 
In ISIt:! Monrovia, traiueii hy the noted Brown Dick, 
who develoiH'd tli<‘ Kentucky Derby winner, Ben 
Brusii, won Istlli the .^sldaud and Kentucky Oaks, 
while Dare Vela took the I..atonia race. In 1894 
tjueeiilike II., the dam of T. C. .MeDoweH's famous 
mare. King's Daughter, won the Ashland Oaks, Imt 
was iM'ateii in the Kentucky Oaks by George J. 
Long's 8el;ka, while the I.;iioni:i race tliat season 
was won by Orinda. The .Vsbland Oaks of 1895 was 
won by llessie and tliat season Valadora won the 
Kentucky Oak.s ami Leallet captured the Latonia 
race. The Latonia Oaks was discontinued in 1909, 



but the Kentucky Oaks has cnjoyeil an unbroken 
history and is as old as the Kentucky Derby. Ex- 
cept file .Mabaina Stakes. Saratoga, first run in 1872; 
tlie Ladies Stakes, inaugurated in IStiS. and the 
Huuter Stakes, first run in IStSi. the Kentucky Oaks 
lias a longer history than any filly race in the annals 
of Anierlcan racing. It bids fair now to go on an.l 
on and in the long years to come may some day have 
a history of as many years as marks the great 
Englisli race at Epsom Downs for which it Is nameil. 
'riie Epsom Oaks was inaugiiratt“il in 1779, and is 
still the filly feature of the British turf.
